REPORT 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


HAMPSTEAD,. 1867. 


Your Committee ask leave to report as follows: 


The whole amount of money raised by town tax for the support 


of schools is $949 65 
Interest of Parsonage Fund, 89 52 
Amount of Literary Fund, 32 72 

Total, $1,021 89 


This sum was divided so that 


District No. 1 received $172 95, which furnished 213 weeks instruction.

The whole number of pupils in al! the schools was 251. 
The average amount appropriated for each scholar is as fol- 
lows :—District No. 1, $4.94; No. 2, $4.10; No. 3, $3.52; 
No. 4, $6.38; No. 5, $4.44; No. 6, $3.84; No. 7, $2.35; 
No. 8, $1.83. 

Instead of dwelling on the condition of each school sepa- 
rately, I will notice some features that deserve special atten- 
tion. 

There has been no failure during the year. Of no school 
can it be truly said that it was worse than nothing. All 
were of more or less benefit to the pupils. Districts No. one 
and four have been highly favored, and discerning persons 
may have noticed that ripe and experienced teachers have 
been employed in both these districts. 

The trial of young teachers is attended with much risk. 
Many fail. Others succeed poorly, and only attain to a fair 
measure of success after repeated attempts. I do not now 
recall a single instance of a very good school taught by 
@ young and inexperienced teacher. Success in this, as in 
other pursuits, is the result of good talents, long and ear- 
nestly applied. 

Some are too girlish or boyish to mould properly the 
young mind. Their example is too childish and giddy to 
command respect. They show, especially out of school, the 
want of a high aim and lofty purpose. It cannot be expect- 
ed that the education of our children will be entrusted a sec- 
ond time to such incompetent persons. They may bring 
written testimonials of high character, but on trial we see 
their unfitness. 

Several examples of thorough instruction demand particu- 
lar notice. Two or three classes in No. two, winter term, 
and the schools in Nos. one and four, gave evidence of excel- 


lence in this respect. It is very pleasant to witness the

closing examination of classes that have been brats 
taught during a long term. | 

The attendance in the schools has been varied. Some of 
the registers show too much tardiness—too much absence. 
Others have a good record. In No. one, 12 were not absent 
during the winter term. In No. four, there were sixteen One 
term, and nineteen another, that were not absent. Is not 
this constant attendance one of the causes of the prosperity 
of these two schools? } 

The order of our schools has been of all sorts between the 
extremes of severity and laxity. Most have had fair govern- 
ment. In others, the teachers have been very mild, at times 
too indulgent. I fear that the direct influence of parents is 
often opposed to the best order and highest welfare of the 
pupil. The parental heart begs the teacher to deal very 
gently and overlook that which richly deserves punishment. 

Your Committee takes pleasure in referring to the new 
school house in District No. 6. Ample grounds and a well- 
built, neat and comfortable house now invite the pupils of 
this locality ; while a fine globe and well-defined outline 
maps assist the teacher in conveying instruction. 

in erecting and furnishing such a house, No. 6 has set an 
example that should at once be followed by No. 4. The 
house in the latter district is so poor that your Committee, 
on taking a seat there one evening, found himself sitting in 
a puddle of water that occupied the chair, and that had 
passed through roof and ceiling during a heavy rain. A 
house so poor is not adapted to so worthy a district. 

Nearly all of the schools need books of reference and out- 
line maps. No. 2 has procured a new and valuable una- 
bridged dictionary, which should be in almost every “pee” 
room in the state. 

No. 1 is sadly in want of this kind of school furniture. A 


considerable amount is needed to make minor repairs and 
purchase maps and books of reference. 

In conclusion, your Committee recommends an ample al- 
lowance of money for schools the coming year, care in the 
selection of teachers, diligence and correct deportment in 
pupils, cooperation by parents and fervent prayer that the 
blessing of God may rest upon our common schools.
